Mr. Frank Hedges Butler, on another.

He drove in the one thousand miles Royal 
Automobile Club trial of 1900, has made 
over a hundred free balloon ascents and has 
travelled almost everywhere that white 
men can go.

Korea 
and Hong Kong, Singapore and Colombo 
come into the story; the Falkland Isles 
and Patagonia. In Java Mr. Butler saw 
what he regarded as the most beautiful of 
dancing, and he contrasts with this 
exquisite native art the American jazz 
which followed. The most interesting por- 
tion of his volume, however, is that which 
describes Maori-land and the South Sea 
Islands, In an appendix Mr. Butler 
advocates the formation of an official 
Empire tourist bureau. 

Tours that are more within the reach 
of most of us are described by Mr. Edmund 
Vale, whose travels have been in Wales, 
France, Belgium and England—though in 
one chapter he describes a journey in 
Japan.

In mara the wonderful women 
of Shakespeare’s ag. k we are inclined to 
dwell on the poet’s genius rather than on 
the fact that these were largely reflections 
of the women of his time—the great 
Elizabethan Court ladies. The freedom 
and culture that women of means enjoyed 
then made them not only fit helpmates to 
the brilliant statesmen of the age, but 
capable holders of office in their own 
right. Shakespeare had many opportuni- 
ties of studying women of note, though 
he could hardly have known them socially. 
Their characters and concerns were the 
main topic of the ip that did duty 
for the newspaper of that day, and they 
were daily to be seen im coach or afoot in 
the London streets. How do you?’ 

What's the news!“ was the accustomed 
greeting of man to man. What tales would 
it not draw of the learning of Lady 
Russell; the influence in State affairs of 
Lady Raleigh and Fy 3 the 
urge of passion and vengeance in.

What material this great era of woman- 
hood provided is clearly to be seen in this 
volume; for the great dames through 
extract and date are very humanly pre- 
sented. With the coming of James 1 
reaction was inevitable. The will and 
character of Elisabeth had dominated 
everyone, and had swept aside all barriers 
of sex. The vanity and learned stupidity 
of James, with every appearance of panic, 
attempted to restore them. He hated 
women, individually and as a sex. Not 
content with trying to debar them from 
political influence, he wrote many exhorta- 
tions conde’ ing their morals and 
ay rg, even dictated as to fashions 
in dress. He e detested the farthingale, and 
forbade the wearing of “ that impertinent 
garment, fretfully complaining that it 
took up all the room at Court. Ladies, 
none the less, smilingly made their obeis- 
ance to him in that and the yellow 
which he equally abominated. In this 
reign the wearing of feathers in hats by 
women was vigorously resented, even from 
the pulpit. “To counterfeite this jolly 
feather ' was most unwomanly. It hath 
some show of valiant courage in capitaines 
and lusty souldiers, but in women it 
smelleth something of vanitie.’’ Smoking, 
introduced by Raleigh, though also pas- 
sionately denounced by the King, was as 
much favoured by ladies as by their beaux. 

There is a strangely familiar ring about 
the invective uttered by Church and King 
at this time. They “ upheld the 383 
fiction of their own immaculate youth. 
when women were patterns of ladylike per- 
fection. They did not paint their faces, 
cut their hair short, smoke pipes, dance to 
excess; gamble at cards, swear good mouth- 
filling oaths, ride astride, wear short skirts 
to show off their ankles, dinner 
parties given by men friends at the Apollo 
Tavern, or visit public theatres and fall 
in love with popular actors.’

Ireland’s Open Doot. 


We have bad news for our pessimists to- 
day. The coming summer probably wil] 
bring a revival of Irish tourist; traffic on 
such a scale as, a few months ago, nobody 
would have ventured to anticipate. A 


most substantial and altogether encouraging 


programme of enterprise was unfolded to 
the conference which met yesterday in 


Dublin under the auspices of the Free 
State’s Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, It took the form of a report from 
the Right Hon. H. G. Burgess, General 
Manager of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, who, on Monday, had 
arranged a meeting in London between 
representatives of the Irish Tourist 
Association and of the trans-Atlantic 
shipping companies.. Mr. D. W. Cooke, a 
director of the Cunard Company. and Mr. 
H. G. Dring, European Passenger 
Manager of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
were then present; and the meeting 


adopted plans which ought to lay 


foundations of permanent success for 
the Irish tourist traffic. In the first 
place, the London, Midland and Scottish 
has undertaken to put all 
service of 
the movement. The Company will 
issue suitable posters and a special 
publication on Irish tourist resorts, and, 
by means of attractive services and fares. 
will make every effort to induce English, 
Scottish and Welsh holiday-makers to visit 
Ireland. In the next place, the great 
steamship companies will invite every 
American pilgrim to Europe to include 
Ireland in his itinerary. Mr. Cooke 


pointed out that the moment is un- 


commonly favourable for this development. 
The Atlantic passenger fares have been 
reduced and third-class accommodation has 
been improved. Save to travel societies 
are being formed everywhere in the United 
States, and the charms of Ireland will be 
brought before all these bodies by the 
steamship companies, which, for tourist 


purposes, have formed a working alliance 


with the American railways. In effect, as 
& result of the meeting at Euston, the 
Irish tourist movement will have hence- 
forward at least one active agent in every 
large city and town of the United States. 
The whole of this great and auriferous 
area will be educated systematically in the 
delights of Irish travel. by some of the 
most expert advertisers in the world. 


but Senor Ibafies has broken all bounds. 
He is a Spanish Republican, and has been 
engaged for some time in Paris on pro- 
paganda work for his ideal. He has 
been associated with another well-known 
man of letters. Don Miguel Unamuno, 
and these two men have been doing 
everything in their power not only to 
overthrow the Spanish Military. Directory, 
but also to bring about the downfall 
of the Monarchy. “I aim at Alfonso 
XIII.”. is the title of the document 
which has caused such a sensation 
throughout Europe and the Latin States 
of South America. According to Senor 
Thafiez, the young King is the real villain 
of the piece. He was responsible for the 
pro-German sentiment of Spain during the 
war, and even connived at the provisioning 
of submarines in Spanish ports: He aped 
the Kaiser in every way. He believed 
strongly in his Divine right as a Spanish 
Bourbon, and maintained the offiers’ corps 
of the army as a kind of Pretorian Guard 
to support his tottering throne. Senor 


‘Thafiez can recognise nothing good in his 


King. Vanity, cruelty, selfishness and a 
cynical disregard for the welfare of his 
people are only a few of the many charges 
which he makes against Alfonso. He 
blames him almost entirely for the 
débdcles in Morocco and for the regimen 
of censorship and despotism which has 
been inaugurated by General Primo de 
Rivera. A vitriolic attack concludes with 
the threat that, if, and when, the Repub- 
lican Party succeeds in gaining power in 
Spain, King Alfonso will be treated in a 
manner of which “ the England of Crom- 
well and the France of the Convention 
know something.“ : 

The Spanish King is not a great 
ruler. He has many of the Bourbon traits 
which were so strongly pronounced in 
the personality of his great-grandfather, 
Ferdinand VII., and a charge of weak- 
ness. might. be sustained against him; 
but be is no Macchiavelli. Senor Ibafiez’s 
accusation of ‘malice and _ treachery 
is ridiculous. King Alfonso has had a 
difficult role to play during recent years. 
He saw proud Empires crumbling into 
dust and the storied crowns of ancient 
dynasties flung into the gutters of Europe. 
He was determined to preserve the Throne 
of Spain from the onslaughts of 
Bolshevism, and the fact that he has suc- 
ceeded so far is a tribute to his courage 
and his loyalty. He accepted the military 
coup d'état for the same reason that 
caused the King of Italy to accept the 
Fascist revolution: he had no alternative. 
It he had been a great King, of the 
stamp of Edward VII., he might have 
taken command of the situation and 
forced his generals to carry out his will. 
In the event he was swept off his feet 
by the whirlwind tactics of Primo de 
Rivera; and now he is suffering for the 
sins of his subordinates. It is difficult 
to estimate King Alfonso’s position. We 
read of fervent protestations of loyalty 
throughout the Spanish realm, and, quite 
possibly the Spanish people, who are 
devout Roman Catholics, and, therefore, 
strongly inclined: to monarchist ideas, 
love and honour their ruler despite the 
attacks which are being made on him by 
Senor Ibafiez and his associates. The 
existence of a rigid censorship, however, 
prevents Europe from learning the truth 
about Spain, and we fear that, unless the 
Spanish Government comes out into the 
open and invites impartial criticism of its 
administration, the fair name of King 
Alfonso and his House will continue to 
suffer from the mud-slinging of bombastic 
novelists.

Not only 
has a strange wave of destructiveness 
prompted young men to slaughter birds 
recklessly—just as they massacred the 
salmon in our rivers by the unsporte 
maniliie use of explosives in the waters 
but the widespread felling of trees has 
robbed the farmer 's bird friends of their 
homes. Appeals to our people to forbear 
from the reckless use of the axe, for the 
sake of the land’s beauty or the national 
interest, failed utterly to check the ruth- 
less and greedy hewing down of trees. 
We wish that our correspondent's remarks 
could bring home the appeal on the ground 
of self-interest and that it could persuade 
our farmers that a treeless land cannot 
be a prosperous, as it certainly cannot be 
a beautiful, land. One of the loveliest 
of old Irish songs, made in a period of 
denudation some two hundred years ago, 
and living still by the plaintive beauty of 
the air, asked in its opening lines, “ Oh, 
what shall we do now without woods?” 
Earlier generations perceived a truth to 
which the farmers of to-day appear to be 
indifferent. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. HARRY FURNISS. 

The death has occurred at Hastings, in his 
seventy-first year, of Mr. Harry Furniss, the 
well-known caricature artist, author and 
lecturer. Born at Wexford in 1854, Harry 
Furniss was educated at Wesley College, 
Dublin, where he was a school-fellow of Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw. Furniss was one of the 
most entertaining and jovial of men, A first- 
class lecturer in the lighter vein, he toured 
the Brish Isles, the United States of America 
and Canada with great success. His fame, 
however, rests upon his humorous drawings 

_ cartoons in black and white. In the 
public mind he is associated chiefly with the 
staff of Punch, which he joined in 1880. With 
Punch he was closely identified for many

The German Cabinet.

So far as this country is concerned, the 
most satisfactory feature is the accept- 
ance of the Foreign Secretaryship by Dr. 
Stresemann. He, at least, is thoroughly 
familiar with the views of the British 
and French Governments, and he nas 
complete knowledge of what course the 
Allies expect his country to pursue, If 
he can exert the same amount of influence 
upon his colleagues as he did during the 

arx Administration, there is every 
prospect of Germanys making a sincere 
endeavour to meet her obligations. He 
will be supported by the new Chancellor, 
Dr. Luther. Both were members of the 
German delegation which negotiated the 
London agreement last August, when the 
Dawes scheme was adopted 


Home Defence. 


Air-Marshal Sir John Salmond, who 
since his return from Iraq has been 
organising the newly-formed Home Air 
Defence, has now taken command, and 
when this branch of the Service is com- 
plete will have under his charge some 
1,400 planes and 40,000 men, includ- 
ing the necessary complements of gunners 
and sappers. Of the fifty-two additional 

uadrons which were provided for unuer 
Sir Samuel Hoare s scheme, when he was 
previously at the Air Ministry two years 
ago, about twenty are already in being 
or on point of completion. An auxiliary 
force is to be created as part and parcel 
of the Territorial Army, but the experi- 
ment which was launched only a couple 
of years ago of raising some brigades of 
anti-aircraft artillery and engineers has 
been a dismal failure as regards recruit- 
ing. Actual air work, however, may 
prove more attractive. It is possible that 
the headquafters of the London Air Com- 
mand will be established at Sheerness 
Dockyard, Which is almost derelict as a 
Royal yard. The Admiralty has offered 
it for sale or letting, but there have been 
no takers.

New Men-of-War. 


Work is well advanced on the new 
battleships Nelson and Rodney which 
this country wes permitted to lay down 
under the Washington Agreement, and it 
is expected that they will be in commis 
sion well before the end of the year. Both 
will have the standard tonnage of 35,000, 
with a primary armament of nine sixteen- 
inch guns, ranging over seventeen, miles. 
They will present unique offensive and 
defensive features, including flight decks 
for aircraft, which, with the necessary 
personnel, will form part of the comple- 
ment. The cost of each of these vésse!s, 
including guns, ammunition, torpedoes 
and general stores, will be close on seven 
millions sterling. We shall not be allowed 
under the terms of the Washington Agree 
ment to build any more of this type of 
post-Jutland warships until the time fot 
replacement of the Nelson and Rodney 
arrives, and the United States and Japan 
are similarly bound. France and Italy 
each may lay down a 35,000 ton battle 
ship next year, to be followed by one 
more three years hence. 


A Financial Bombshe'l. 

Manchester cotton magnates have had 
a bombshell dropped in their midst, the 
Inland Revenue people having formulated 
' in respect oí profits made five or 
si; years ago. The persons chiefly affected 
are those who were concerned in refloat- 
ing mills during the cotton boom of 1919 
and 1920, when enormous sums of money 
changed hands. Their profits at that time 
were not held to be amenable to income 
tax, but the Commissioners now have de- 
cided otherwise. The promoters’ plan was 
to buy a mill, float a new company, and 
sell shares at a premium for which 
there was invariably a hungry market. 
In numerous instances mills changed 
hands at seven times the amount of the 
former capital. Rumour has it on the 
Manchester Exchange that at least half-a- 
dozen promoters will each have to cash 
up from sixty to seventy thousand pounds, 
and that the total sum that it is soucht 
to recover is not less than a million and 
a quarter.

FARMER’S STORY 
AT INQUEST. 


RECOMMENDATION 
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When the inquest on the bodies of two 
of Tie crew of the steamer Cardiff Hall, 
ahich was wrecked at the Seven Heads, 
on the County Cork coast, at the height 
of the gale on Tuesday night, was held 
at Butlerstown village yesterday, a 
member of the jury suggested that a 
requisition should be sent to the 
authorities to have a warning light put 
on that part of the coast where the steamer 
was lost. 

The evidence of farmers who were 
attracted to the scene by the sounding of 
the ship’s siren showed that in the terrible 
storm that was raging it was impossible 
to do anything for the crew. The rockets 
‘apparatus crew were summoned, but 
before they could arrive the Cardiff Hall 
had disappeared. Every soul on board 
appears to have perished.

ITALIAN REFORM. 
MUSSOLINI’S TACTICS, 


In a leading article The Times observes :'— 
The carri of the newest Italian Reform 
Bill through its first stage without a division 
yesterday is the latest — of the omnipot- 
ence of the Fascista Duce in the present 
situation. The measure, it need not be in- 
sisted, is of the utmost constitutional and 

itical importance. It wipes out the whole 
abric of the ais system created at 

the Acerbo Law, 
proudly proclaimed to the last word in 
representative reform, and employed with 
transcendent success to return the Fascista 
majority, which, at the same dictation, is 
now sweeping it aside. In the Chamber the 
discipline of the party is admirable. The 
debate on this momentous change has lasted 
two days, None of the Fascista leaders 
deigned to support the bill, none of the Op- 
position leaders thought it expedient to oppose 
the bill. One of them, Signor Orlando, came 
to the Chamber intending, it is believed, to 
speak, but after a few moments’ conversation 
with some of his friends he thought it ex- 
pedient to withdraw in silence. It is under- 
stood that he has merely reserved his fire, and 
that he will present the order of the day 
signed by himself, Signor Salandra and 
Signor Giolitti to-day, but his retreat 
yesterday has given the Fascisti the initial 
advantage in the unequal struggle.

Police officers, under the direction of Chief 
Inspector Gillan, of Scotland Yard, 
digging operations at Norman Thorne’s poul- 
try farm to-day.

While digging behind a tool shed, closer to 
the roadway, one of the diggers came upon a 
fibre attache case, which was very like the one 
that Miss Cameron had when she left home. 

On being opened the case was found to 
contain stockings, handkerchiefs, and under- 
clothing, some of which bore a tab with the 
initials E. C.“ ; a brush and comb, a pair of 
horn-rimmed spectacles (Miss Cameron wore 
spectacles), and some letters. | 


Gillan communicated with Chief Constable 
Wensley at Scotland Yard, and it was decided 
that Thorne, who had spent the night at the 

lice station, should detained pending 
urther investigations. 

Superintendent Budgeon, of the district 
police, remained at the farm, and a number 
of police officers continued there digging. 

Mr. Cameron, the missing girl's father, 
arrived at Crowborough this morning. A 
dramatic feature of the digging operations 
was the fact that among the spectators were 
the fathers of both Miss Cameron and Mr. 
Thorne. They did not see one another, how. 
ever, as they were standing on different sides 
of the farm.
